Her death was like her life, gentle, 
peaceful nnd beautiful. .Shi' wll! be 
greatly mLssed in the luinie whi-'i' she 
lived here and by her frienils and by 
the school to which she gave the full- 
est measure of her Interest and loy- 
alty. \ 

She was given every tender care that 
could be bestowed by a comfortable 
home, loving fr'ienils and an earrnsi 
pastor. She was known here as the 
"White Uly."
